As I understand it, 10
acres of disturbance were originally designated as the mining operation, yet
currently, nearly 22 are used and 13 more are requested. Please provide the
following details.

1. Future proposed waste pile extention locations should be delineated
on a map. :

2. Where is the topsoil stockpiled? Locations should be provided.

3. Have the evaporation pond designs been reviewed by the State Health
Dept.? ;

4. Roadways or access to the vent holes must be included in disturbed
acreage totals.

5. VWhat is the current status of the well drilled on site? What is the
depth and hydrologic-geologic comnection (relationship) to the ore
zone?
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With this additional information a better assessment of the situation will
be made. Additionally, it may be convenient to inspect both the Wilson-
Silverbell and Deremo Mines toward the latter half of May. I will contact you
